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A review of the file of prior application no. 08/996,379 reveals that a request for a continued 
prosecution application (CPA) under 37 CFR § 1.53(d) based on prior application no. 08/996,379, 
was filed in the above-identified patent application on February 24, 1999. However, the issue fee 
was paid in the prior application on January 14, 1999. A CPA must be filed before payment of the 
issue fee in the prior application. See 37 CFR 1.53(d) (1) (ii) (A). Since the issue fee was paid in the 
prior application before the CPA request was filed and the prior application has now issued as a 
patent, the CPA request cannot be processed as a proper CPA.

It is noted that the CPA request was filed with, inter alia, a copy of the parent application 
including specification, claims, Abstract, and drawings; a copy of the declaration and previous 
assignments; and Preliminary Amendment. 

The petition is granted.
